Presbyterian   College   has  just  completed   one  i 
of  its  most  successful  years  in  history  and  looks 
to  the  future  with  confidence. 

With  present  world  conditions  pleading  for 
Christian  leaders,  Presbyterian  feels  it  has  done 
its  share  toward  providing  individuals  who  re- 
spect the  dignity  of  God  and  man. 

Financially,  the  college  is  on  a  sound  basis. 
Its  endowment  has  continued  to  increase  during 
the  past  year,  with  funds  still  coming  in  from  the 
recent  endowment  campaign.  The  sum  of  endow- 
ment is  now  well  over  one-half  million  dollars. 

Presbyterian  is  entirely  free  of  debt  and  ope- 
rates with  a  balanced  budget.  The  importance  of 
this  can  be  measured  by  the  fact  that  20  percent 
of  all  United  States  colleges  are  reported  now  • 
facing    annual   deficits. 

Because  of  its  sound  financial  condition,  P.  C. 
was  re-admitted  this  past  December  into  full  mem- 
bership in  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Secondary  Schools.  This  is  the  big  news  of 
the  year.  For  although  Presbyterian  had  previously 
exceeded  all  qualifications  except  financial,  ac- 
creditation means  additional  prestige  and  greater 
confidence  for  the  institution. 

Enrollment  has  continue  dhigh.  Indeed,  the 
past  year  found  a  record  registration  of  more  than 
500  students,  climaxed  by  the  college's  largest  com- 
mencement exercises  in  history  when  126  seniors 
received  degrees.  This  condition  existed  despite 
the  wane  of  veterans  receiving  GI  benefits — only 
about  one  of  every  seven  students  in  the  freshman 
class.  P.  C.  has  been  crowded  to  its  maximum  ca- 
pacity and  still  unable  to  satisfy  a  waiting  list. 

The  faculty  is  composed  of  enthusiastic,  well- 
trained  men  dedicated  to  the  ideals  of  Christian 
education.  And  students  themselves  have  demon- 
strated a  cooperative  spirit,  evidenced  by  the  wide 
range  of  student  activities  and  student-sponsored 
programs.  The  most  notable  of  these  were  the  high- 
ly successful  Religious  Emphasis  Week  and  Po- 
litical Emphasis  Week. 

You  may,  indeed,  feel  proud  of  your  P.  C.

Graduates  Largest  Class  in  History 


A  record  class  of  126  seniors  strolled  the  grad- 
uation walk  to  receive  diplomas  at  Presbyterian 
College  on  June  5. 

This  67th  commencement — the  largest  in  P.  C. 
history — featured  Dr.  Warner  L.  Hall,  pastor  of 
Charlotte's  Covenant  Presbyterian  Church  as  the 
principal  speaker. 

Presentation  of  honorary  degrees,  awards  and 
reserve  army  commissions  also  drew  the  spotlight 
in  the  finale  of  Presbyterian's  annual  two-day  grad- 
uation show.  The  day  before,  Dr.  Herman  L.  Turner 
— pastor  of  the  Covenant  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Atlanta  and  father  of  alumnus  Paul  Turner  '43 — 
delivered  the  baccalaureate  sermon  at  Clinton's 
First  Presbyterian  Church. 

A  leading  P.  C.  alumnus  and  an  internationally 
prominent  lumber  industrialist  were  awarded  hon- 
orary degrees  as  part  of  the  commencement  exer- 
cises. The  Rev.  Ryan  L.  Wood  '21,  pastor  of  West 
Palm  Beach's  Memorial  Presbyterian  Church,  re- 
ceived a  Doctor  of  Divinity  degree;  and  Owen  Rob- 
ertson Cheatham  of  Augusta,  Ga.,  founder  and 
president  of  the  Georgia-Pacific  Plywood  &  Lum- 
ber Company,  received  a  Doctor  of  Laws  degree. 

The  Rev.  Wood  has  been  active  in  the  field  of 
education    as    well    as    religion    since    graduating 


from  Presbyterian  in  1921.  In  addition  to  being 
recognized  for  his  outstanding  work  in  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  he  serves  as  a  trustee  of  Davidson 
College  and  is  active  in  Boy  Scout  work  and  civic 
affairs.  He  served  in  the  Infantry  in  World  War  II, 
rising  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant-colonel,  and  is 
now  a  member  of  the  Third  Army  Advisory  Com- 
mittee. 

Cheatham  is  also  president  of  the  Savannah 
(Ga.)  Plywood  Corporation  and  the  Georgia  Inter- 
national Corporation  in  New  York  City,  director 
of  the  Southern  Research  Institute  and  a  director 
of  the  Citizens  &  Southern  National  Bank  in 
Augusta.  He  serves  as  board  chairman  of  numerous 
lumber  companies  throughout  the  country  and  is 
active  in  both  civic  and  religious  affairs. 

The  Gold  P  alumni  award,  annual  citation  to 
the  alumnus  who  has  made  outstanding  progress 
and  achievement  in  his  chosen  profession,  went  to 
Dr.  Addison  W.  Simpson  of  Washington,  Ga.

Trustee  Leaders 

Board  Elects  Officers, 
Plans  Dormitory  Expansion 


Dr.  William  R.  Wal- 
lace of  Chester,  class  of 
1903,  is  the  new  chair- 
man of  the  Presbyterian 
College  Board  of  Trus- 
tees. 

He  was  named  to  suc- 
ceed Brig.  Gen.  Joseph 
B.  Fraser  of  Hinesville, 
Ga.,  at  the  board's  an- 
nual meeting  held  at  the 
college  Feb.  28.  And  at 
the  same  time,  approv- 
al was  given  to  plans 
for  a  $100,000  dormitory 
expansion  project. 

Other  new  officers 
chosen  to  serve  with  Dr. 
Wallace  are:  Earl  C.  Hol- 
lingsworth  of  Augusta, 
Ga.,  '41,  vice-chairman;  and  Hugh  L.  Eichelberger 
of  Clinton,  '21,  secretary. 

Named  to  the  executive  committee  are:  A.  B. 
Langley  of  Columbia,  chairman;  Dr.  Wallace  and 
Hollingsworth,  both  ex-officio;  Walter  E.  Walker 
of  Anderson;  James  C.  Todd,  Sr.,  of  Laurens;  Dr. 
S.  C.  Hays  of  Clinton;  A.  E.  Hahnan  of  Atlanta; 
and  Gen.  Fraser. 

The  college  trustees  formed  plans  to  raise 
$100,000  to  remodel  Laurens  dormitory  and  to 
build  a  rifle  range.  Renovating  the  dormitory  with 
the  addition  of  two  wings  will  increase  its  capacity 
by  92  students. 

The  board  commended  President  Marshall  W. 
Brown  for  the  improvements  made  at  Presbyterian 
College  under  his  administration  during  the  past 
year. 

Dr.  Wallace,  the  new 
trustee  chairman,  is  a 
prominent  Chester  phy- 
sician and  former  pres- 
ident of  the  South  Caro- 
lina Medical  Association. 
Only  last  year  he  re- 
ceived the  Gold  P,  an 
award  given  annually  at 
Presbyterian  commence- 
ment exercises  to  the 
alumnus  who  has  made 
outstanding  progress  and 
achievement  in  his 
chosen  profession. 

He  is  the  author  of 
three  medical  books,  a 
leader  on  the  state 
board  of  health  and  an 
elder  in  Chester's  Purity 
Presbyterian  Church.

Dr.  Addison  W.  Simp- 
son, prominent  Washing- 
ton, Ga.,  physician,  re- 
ceived the  Gold  P  alumni

It  is  given  annually  to 
the  alumnus  who  has 
made  outstanding  pro- 
gress and  achievement 
in  his  chosen  profession. 

The  award  recipient  is 
decided  upon  each  year 
by  the  board  of  directors 
of  the  alumni  associa- 
tion. In  announcing  the 
1950  winner,  Dr.  Mar- 
shall W.  Brown,  college  president,  cited  him  for  his 
unselfish  devotion  in  the  field  of  medicine. 

Last  year's  award  went  to  Dr.  William  R.  Wal- 
lace of  Chester,  former  president  of  the  South  Car- 
olina Medical  Association. 

Dr.  Simpson  recently  was  presented  a  certif- 
icate of  honor  by  the  Georgia  Medical  Association 
in  recognition  of  52  years  service  to  the  citizens  of 
that  state.  Two  achievements  along  this  line  include 
organization  of  the  Wilkes  County  Medical  So- 
ciety and  the  Washington  General  Hospital. 

He  is  also  the  author  of  "The  Life  and  Service 
of  the  Rev.  John  Springer,"  the  first  Presbyterian 
minister  ordained  on  Georgia  soil,  and  he  has  served 
as  a  Ruling  Elder  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  for 
the  past  42  years. 

Dr.  Simpson  attended  Presbyterian  College 
for  three  years,  leaving  after  his  junior  year  in 
1895  to  enter  Atlanta  Medical  College.  He  has  been 
an  active  supporter  of  the  college  ever  since  and 
currently  serves  as  the  alumni  association's  Georgia 
director.

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President's  Wife  Begins  25th  Year 
Of  Association  With   Presbyterian 


Mrs.  Bee  is  beginning  her  25th  year  of  associa- 
tion with  Presbyterian  College. 

And  in  glancing  back,  she  finds  a  long  string 
of  memories  stretching  back  to  that  day  when  she 
came  to  P.  C.  as  the  bride  of  young  history  professor 
Marshall  W.  Brown. 

Seventeen  of  those  years  were  served  as  regis- 
trar. Since  1945  her  position  has  been  that  of  Pres- 
byterian's First  Lady  as  wife  of  President  Brown. 

The  most  impressive  thing  about  these  years 
was,  as  Mrs.  Brown  puts  it,  "all  of  the  boys  going 
off  to  war."  When  World  War  II  struck,  she  had 
been  at  the  registrar's  desk  for  many  semesters, 
a  post  which  drew  her  close  to  all  students  as 
friend  and  counsellor.  It  was  here  she  received  the 
affectionate  nickname,  Mrs.  Bee. 

In  preparing  transcripts  and  helping  with  other 
final  details  for  leaving  school,  Mrs.  Brown  was 
drawn  impressively  close  to  the  call  of  war.  As 
early  as  May,  1942,  she  started  writing  to  P.  C.  boys 
serving  overseas.  At  first  each  was  a  personal  let- 
ter, but  when  the  total  mushroomed  to  more  than 
34,  Mrs.  Bee  began  sending  mimeographed  sheets. 
These  "Bee-Mail"  letters,  carrying  news  of  stu- 
dents in  all  branches  of  service,  went  into  every 
theater  of  operation — into  the  foxholes,  the  hos- 
pitals, the  air  bases  and  to  ships  at  sea. 

By  the  close  of  the  war,  Mrs.  Brown's  "Bee- 


Scholarship    Funds   Mount 

A  $6,000  scholarship  endowment  has  been 
established  at  P.  C.  to  the  memory  of  the  late  W.  C. 
Davis  of  Manning. 

The  fund,  designated  as  the  "W.  C.  Davis 
scholarship  Endowment,"  was  bequeathed  by  his 
wife,  the  late  Clara  H.  Davis  in  her  will  settled 
in  the  Clarendon  County  probate  judge's  court 
recently. 

Mrs.  Davis  specified  that  the  interest  from  the 
$6,000  endowment  fund  be  loaned  by  Presbyterian 
College's  scholarship  committee  to  a  student  "of 
good  moral  character,  in  need  of  financial  assist- 
ance and  of  a  high  scholarship  standing  in  his 
classes." 

She  requested  in  the  will  that  first  preference 
be  given  to  applicants  who  are  members  of  the 
Manning  Presbyterian  Church  "where  my  late  hus- 
band was  a  devoted  and  faithful  member,  officer 
and  teacher  throughout  his  entire  life."  Second 
preference  was  asked  for  any  applicants  related  to 
the  late  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Davis. 


Mail"  mailing  list  carried  names  of  more  than  1,000 
grateful  alumni-at-arms. 

In  recognition  of  this  morale-building  service, 
the  Clinton  Lions  Club  named  Mrs.  Bee  "Citizen 
of  the  Year"  in  1945.  Each  member  of  the  organiza- 
tion signed  the  citation,  which  read: 

"In  appreciation  of  her  loyal  and  patriotic  ser- 
vice rendered  to  Presbyterian  College  and  this 
community." 

Mrs.  Brown  was  born  Lillian  Dee  Gross  near 
Chattanooga,  Tenn.  She  met  her  future  husband 
while  both  were  connected  with  the  McCallie 
School  in  Chattanooga — she  as  secretary  and  Dr. 
Brown  as  head  of  the  history  department.  They 
were  married  in  June,  1926,  following  his  first  year 
at  P.  C. 

Mrs.  Brown  first  went  behind  the  Presbyterian 
registrar's  desk  in  1928,  "to  fill  in  for  a  few  days." 
Two  successive  presidents  urged  her  to  stay  on,  and 
she  remained  there  for  17  years.  Mrs.  Brown  re- 
calls that  when  Dr.  Brown  became  president  in 
1945,  "his  first  official  act  was  to  tell  me  to  go 
home."  There  a  full-time  job  as  college  hostess  and 
First  Lady  awaited  her. 

And  there  at  home  also  are  her  flowers.  These 
are  possibly  the  closest  rival  for  affection  which 
goes  out  to  her  "boys" — the  long  procession  of  stu- 
dents who  passed  before  her  desk  those  17  years. 
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Mrs.  Brown  is  pictured  above  with  her  collection  of 
armed  forces  unit  patches  and  insignia  sent  to  her  by 
grateful  alumni-at-arms  during  World  War  II.  There  are 
more  than  200  in  this  collection.

Alumni  Leaders  Hold  Spring  Meet 


Directors  of  the  Alumni  Association  heard 
reports  on  both  administrative  and  athletic  phases 
of  the  college  and  received  assurance  of  a  revital- 
ised Walter  Johnson  Club  at  the  board's  Spring 
meeting. 

Association  President  Tench  Owens  of  Clinton 
presided  over  the  meeting  which  was  attended  by: 

Dr.  William  R.  Wallace  of  Chester,  chairman 
of  the  board  of  trustees;  P.  S.  Bailey  of  Clinton, 
alumni  representative  on  the  board  of  trustees; 
President  Marshall  W.  Brown;  Athletic  Director 
Walter  A.  Johnson;  Dr.  Addison  W.  Simpson  of 
Washington,  Ga.,  director  for  Georgia;  Allsobrook 
McCall  of  Florence,  director  for  South  Carolina; 
Collie  Anderson  of  Clinton,  president  of  the  Walter 
Johnson  Club;  Lt.  Col.  Powell  A.  Fraser,  college 
PMS&T  and  past  association  president;  Atlanta 
chapter  President  Alex  R.  Batchellor;  Charlotte 
Chapter  President  Bob  Wylie,  accompanied  by  J. 
H.  "Doc"  Query;  Chester  Chapter  President  Morgan 
Craig;  Ratchford  Boland,  association  secretary- 
treasurer;  and  Ben  Hay  Hammet,  director  of  pub- 
lic relations  and  alumni  affairs. 

Dr.  Brown,  in  his  report  on  the  college,  ex- 
pressed satisfaction  over  its  current  sound  position 
and  confidence  in  the  future.  He  told  of  plans  for 
dormitory  expansion  in  order  to  eliminate  living 
quarters  in  the  gymnasium  but  added  that  two  pos- 
itive needs  are  a  new  dormitory  and  an  auditorium. 
He  pointed  out  that  the  demand  for  applications 
continues  high  despite  the  wane  of  GI  benefits. 


Johnson  reported  on  general  improvements  be- 
ing made  in  athletic  facilities — expansion  of  the 
football  stadium  and  press  box  at  a  cost  of  more 
than  $15,000  and  the  addition  of  five  acres  of  land 
for  sports  use. 

Upon  receiving  assurance  of  an  expanded 
coaching  staff,  Johnson  Club  President  Collie 
Anderson  pledged  himself  to  an  extensive  cam- 
paign for  raising  funds.  He  pointed  out  it  is  the 
responsibility  of  alumni  to  provide  greater  support 
to  athletics.  (The  college  has  since  added  two  new 
coaches  to  its  sports  department.) 

At  this  point  the  board  selected  the  Erskine 
game  (Saturday  night,  Oct.  14)  for  1950  Home- 
coming. It  also  decided  that  Homecoming  games 
should  be  alternated  between  Friday  and  Saturday 
nights  each  year  to  give  more  alumni  opportunities 
of  attending. 

Dr.  Brown  cleared  up  a  question  arising  over 
the  War  Memorial  Building  Fund  by  saying  the 
interest  from  all  money  contributed  to  the  recent 
endowment  campaign  by  alumni  would  go  to  the 
building  fund  as  originally  pledged.  Association 
President  Owens  will  appoint  a  committee  to  study 
Memorial   Building   plans. 

Owens  was  also  designated  to  appoint  com- 
mittees to  make  nominations  for  the  annual  Gold 
P  alumni  award  and  to  nominate  new  association 
officers. 

The  board  closed  its  meeting  with  the  selection 
of  Dr.  Simpson  as  1950  recipient  of  the  Gold  P.

The  Blue  Stocking  waves  bravely  over  Pres- 
byterian's tenth  consecutive  South  Carolina  tennis 
championship. 

Hose  netters  made  a  grand  sweep  of  the  state 
tournament  held  annually  on  P.  C.'s  all-weather 
courts  early  in  May.  It  came  as  a  climax  to  a  22- 
match  season  during  which  Presbyterian  cleaned 
up  state  opposition  and  compiled  a  creditable 
overall  record. 

The  Hosemen,  coached  by  Jim  Leighton, 
stroked  to  13  victories  and  nine  defeats  along  a 
route  which  included  some  of  the  South's  strongest 
tennis  powers.  . 

Bill  Harper  of  Darlington  proved  the  big  gun 
for  Presbyterian.  In  the  state  tourney  he  was  seeded 
first  in  both  singles  and  doubles  brackets  and 
took  the  cups  in  both.  Ferd  Jacobs  of  Clinton 
teamed  with  Harper  to  provide  the  winning  doubles 
combination. 

P.  C.'s  number  two  man,  Frank  Spears  of 
Greenville,  almost  upset  Harper  in  the  singles 
finals  before  defaulting  because  of  sickness  in  the 
deciding  fifth  set. 

Another  feature  of  the  final  tournament  day 
was  the  renewal  of  Pres- 
byterian's once  -  famed 
tennis  clinics.  A  number 
of  high  school  netters 
from  throughout  the 
state  attended  the  1950 
session  and  received  in- 
struction from  Coach 
Leighton. 

The  clinics  which  orig- 
inated in  the  administra- 
tion of  Dr.  William  P. 
Jacobs  and  spread  from 
the  P.  C.  campus  through- 
out the  world,  were  dis- 
continued at  Presbyter- 
ian during  World  War  II. 
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Trackmen  Run  Third 

Presbyterian  trackmen  trotted  in  third  in  the 
1950  running  of  the  South  Carolina  Intercollegiate 
Track  and  Field  Meet.  It  was  the  23rd  version  of 
the  state-wide  cinder  competition  to  which  P.  C. 
plays  annual  host. 

'  The  Blue  Stockings  won  two  first  places  m 
compiling  28  points  and  finishing  behind  the  Uni- 
versity of  South  Carolina  (58  Vz  points)  and  Clemson 
(45  points). 

George  Fleming  of  Honea  Path  captured  the 
440  title,  while  Paul  Martin  of  Seneca  repeated 
last  year's  winning  performance  in  the  discus. 

P.  C.  second  places  were  won  by  Blake  Watts 
of  Bishopville  in  the  880,  Ken  McCutcheon  of  Dillon 
in  the  100  and  by  the  relay  team  of  Watts,  Mc- 
Cutcheon, Fleming  and  Walter  Gooch  of  Rock  Hill. 
Cliff  Brown  of  Clinton  finished  third  in  both  the 
one  mile  and  two  mile  runs,  while  Ernest  Newton 
of  Rock  Hill  ran  third  in  the  220. 

Presbyterian  College  freshmen  did  their  var- 
sity brothers  one  better  in  grabbing  second  place 
in  the  state  freshman  meet  held  as  part  of  the  big 
cinder  show.  The  Blue  Anklets  racked  up  38]/2 
points  compared  to  61 V2  for  the  Clemson  squad. 
However,  P.C.  provided 
the  two  high  scorers  in 
E.  M.  Watt  of  Sumter  and 
Tommy  Jordan  of  Bish- 
opville. Watt  scored  15 
points,  winning  the  pole 
vault  and  high  hurdles 
and  placing  second  in  two, 
other  events.  Jordan  col- 
lected 11%  points  on  the 
basis  of  winning  both  the 
100  and  220  dashes  and 
anchoring  the  winning 
relay   performance.

Two  outstanding  athletes  have  been  added  to 
the  Presbyterian  coaching  staff  in  a  move  toward 
expanding  the  college's  physical  education  de- 
partment. 

They  are  Harry  "Sid" 
Varney  of  the  University 
of  North  Carolina  and 
Gene  Lorendo  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Georgia.  Botn 
received  their  diplomas 
in  June  and  will  join  the 
Presbyterian  athletic  de- 
partment in  mid-August. 

Varney  is  slated  to 
coach  baseball  and  to 
serve  as  an  assistant  foot- 
ball coach,  while  Lorendo 
will  coach  basketball  and  also  assist  in  football. 

Athletic  Director  Walter  A.  Johnson  pointed 
out  that  both  of  these  men  have  had  a  wide  range 
of  varsity  experience  in  two  of  the  South's  top 
athletic  powers.  He  expressed  deep  satisfaction 
over  being  able  to  obtain  them  to  help  direct  Pres- 
byterian's broad  sports  program. 

At  the  same  time,  Johnson  announced  that 
Pen  Move,  class  of  1942  and  P.  C.  line  coach  for 
the  past  four  years,  had  accepted  an  offer  as  head 
coach  and  physical  education  director  at  Brookland- 
Caycee  High  School. 

Varney,  a  native  of  Pennsylvania,  starred  in 
both  football  and  baseball  for  North  Carolina.  He 
played  first  string  guard  for  four  years,  participat- 
ing in  two  Sugar  Bowl  games  and  being  named 
All  Southern  Conference  twice  and  All  North 
Carolina  twice.  He  assisted  Coach  Carl  Snavely 
during  spring  practice  this  year. 

As  a  baseball  catcher,  the  new  Presbyterian 
coach  saw  three  years  of  service  with  North  Caro- 
line and  was  chosen  on  the  All-America  second 
team  in  addition  to  rating  All  Southern  Conference 
and  All  State.  He  played  professional  baseball 
v/ith  the  Greenville,  N.  C,  club  last  summer  and 
has  refused  offers  to  play  professional  football. 

Lorendo  also  turned  down  an  offer  to  play 
pro  football,  after  being  drafted  by  the  Chicago 
Bears.  He  was  a  pass-receiving  star  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Georgia  where  he  played  first  string  end  and 
first  string  basketball  forward  for  two  years. 

Lorendo  led  the  South- 
eastern Conference  in 
194  9in  the  number  of 
passes  caught.

New  Seats,   Press   Box,   Paving 


Work  moves  forward  steadily  on  the  expansion 
of  Presbyterian   College   football   facilities. 

Athletic  Director  Walter  A.  Johnson  said  he 
is  taking  the  off-season  opportunity  for  further 
development  of  his  athletic  plant  in  anticipation 
of  an  action-packed  gridiron  slate  next  fall. 

He  pointed  out  that  more  than  $20,000 — con- 
tributed by  alumni  and  friends  of  the  college — 
will  be  spent  to  expand  the  seating  capacity  of 
Johnson  Field  and  to  renovate  the  press  box.  Plans 
also  call  for  additional  paving  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
stadium  and  re-turfing  the  playing  field.  All  con- 
struction is  expected  to  be  completed  by  mid-sum- 
mer. 

Johnson,  who  helped  give  Presbyterian  the 
first  floodlighted  football  field  in  the  state,  said 
1.084  seats  will  be  added  to  the  north  side  of  the 
stadium — bringing  total  permanent  seating  capac- 
ity to  just  under  5,000. 

The  press  box  will  be  enlarged  by  more  than 
three  times  its  present  size,  with  separate  facilities 
for  newspaper  reporters  and  radio  personnel 
broadcasting  games.  A  more  convenient,  back  en- 
trance also  is  planned. 

The  Presbyterian  College  athletic  director 
said  alumni  continue  to  show  ever-mounting  in- 
terest in  Blue  Stocking  sports  accomplishments, 
and  he  pointed  out  that  P.  C.'s  1950  football  sched- 
ule is  one  of  the  toughest  and  most  stimulating  in 
the  history  of  the  college.  The  Hosemen  tackle 
Furman  and  Clemson  on  successive  weekends  at 
the  start  of  the  season  and  play  hosts  to  such  tra- 
ditional rivals  as  Davidson,  Newberry  and  Erskine.

Dr.  Brown  told  how  Gene,  upon  finding  money 
in  a  student's  room,  would  hide  it  under  a  mattress 
or  in  a  drawer  for  safe-keeping  until  he  could  tell 
the  student. 

The  president  also  cited  this  incident  to  illus- 
trate Gene's  affectionate  regard  for  students:  An 
outstanding  young  business  man  who  recently  re- 
visited the  campus  gave  the  negro  janitor  credit 
for  getting  him  through  college.  He  said  Gene  al-

Presbyterian  College  students  prove  day  in 
and  day  out  what  it  means  to  live  for  Christ. 

Twenty-three  of  these  students  who  have  de- 
voted their  lives  to  Christian  service  spent  Sun- 
days during  the  past  semester  at  work — as  pastors, 
teachers  and  assistants. 

Six  held  down  pastorates,  while  17  served  as 
Sunday  School  teachers  and -music  leaders  in  and 
around  Clinton.  Most  of  this  group  came  from  the 
ranks  of  the  Ministerial  Club — student  organiza- 
tion composed  of  students  studying  toward  home 
missions  work — and  the  Foreign  Missions  Fellow- 
ship, whose  members  plan  to  be  missionaries  in  the 
foreign  field. 

One  of  the  outposts  supplied  by  a  Presbyter- 
ian College  student  is  Faith  Chapel,  a  negro  church 
built  by  Presbyterian  College  students  last  year. 
It  stands  today  as  a  shining  example  of  the  sincerity 
and  devotion  with  which  Presbyterian's  conse- 
crated students  go  about  their  daily  task  of  serving 
God.

Pen-wielding  alumni  of  Presbyterian  have  pro- 
vided two  new  books  for  the  nation's  bookstands  in 
recent  months. 

They  are:Dr.  Thornwell  Jacobs  '94,  with  "When 
for  the  Truth";  and  C.  W.  "Chip"  Grafton  '30,  with 
another  mystery,  "Beyond  a  Reasonable  Doubt." 

Dr.  Jacobs,  author  of  the  best-selling  "Red 
Lanterns  on  St.  Michaels,"  has  written  another 
novel  of  the  old  South,  built  around  reconstruction 
days  in  South  Carolina.

A  Presbyterian  College  alumnus  and  his  three 
sons  almost  "cornered  the  market"  on  degrees  this 
spring.
